Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Septem- 
ber 5.—With unexpected brevity both 
the commonwealth and the defense in 
the trial of Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., 
indicted for the murder of his wife, 
closed the evidence in the case shortly 
after 6 o'clock tonight. Judge Watson 
stretched his arms wearily, yawned 
audibly and with a sigh of relief an- 
nounced that court would adjourn until 
Thursday morning, tomorrow to be de- 
voted to argument of counsel with the 
court as to the instructions fo be given 
the jury before the argument proper 
is begun on Thursday. 

When court adjourned tonight, Beu- 
lah Binford, the so-called “girl in the 
case,” alleged by the prosecution to 
have been the motive for tthe murder 
by Beattie of his young wife, still was 
in jail without having uttered a single 
word of testimony. Scarcely an hour 
had passed in the eleven days of testi- 
mony when her name was not on the 
lips of witnesses or counsel for either 
side. Admittedly fearing that she would 
scrupulously avoid injuring the case 
of her former companion at any cost 
though statements and interviews ga- 
lore had fortified the prosecution with 
what it regarded as all necessary ir- 
formation, the commonwealth did not 
put her on, the stand. 

“We have proved that she was the 
motive for the crime,” said Prosecutor 
Wendenburg tonight, “without hear- 
ing her testimony as our witness and 
the admissions of the prisoner himself 
have told the jury enough.” 

May Release Paul and Beulah. 

Another figure, Paul Beattie, cousin 
of the accused, whose confession ¢on- 
cerning the purchase of a shotgun for 
Henry four days before the homicide 
led to the building of the case for the 
prosecution, likewise was kept in jail, 
but both he and the Binford gifl are 
likely to be released tomorrow. Judge 
Watson explained his attitude toward 
her continued imprisonment by saying 
in the court room yesterday that unless 
the girl was to be put on the witness 
stand he wished “to turn her loose.” 

The closing of the case was sudden, 
Attorneys Harry M. Smith and Hill 
Carter for the defense announced that 
they had a few witnesses for the sur- 
rebuttal, but if the commonwealth 
would agree to rest its case they would 
do likewise. The agreement was ac- 
cepted and Judge Watson arranged te

And I come to you with 
the message that the Farmers’ Union 
ds stronger, better drilled in discipline, 
in finer financial condition and more 
inspired with the stern enthusiasm of 
sacrifice, of brotherly love and of co- 
operation than since that never-to-be- 
forgotten day when Newt Gresham 
launched its first great principles. 
States that were previously indifferent 
or laggard are going forward by great 
strides. State treasuries that once suf- 
fered lack of funds are being placed 
upon a solid basis. Everywhere—north, 
south, east and west-—-the former is 
waking to the opportunity and the 
duty of affiliating with his brethren, 
and is learning the true meaning of 
the creed: to which he subscribes when 
he takes the obligation of member- 
ship. 

Have Accomplished Much. 


“We have accomplished .all, thus far, 
that the reasonable man could expect, 
and much more than our secret ene- 
mies and the pessimists hoped. We 
stand upon a record that no similar 
organization has remotely approach- 
ed. And I bring to you the further 
important message that America is so 
wakened to the significance of our 
movement that limitless financial as- 
sistance will be at our disposal thé 
moment we bring this organization to 
the high state of perfection it is now 
rapidly approaching. The day may 
came this year, or next year, when the 
member of this order will find himself 
backed by such large capital and so 
many resources as to temove his last 
wavering doubt as to the country’s ap- 
preciation of the role of the producer, 
so long neglected. 

“The greatest need of the American 
farmer today, whether within or with- 
out this organization, is effectual 
leadership. I know that for the so- 
called ‘rural problem’ there are a 
thousand and one remedies and solu- 
tions suggested, some of them good, 
some absurg and some absolutely vici- 
ous in intent and principle. None of 
them touch the core of, the situation. 
We need’ not. remedies, but leaders. 
Give us proper leaders in every state 
and we shall soon find the remedies 
and apply them. 

Give Us Leaders. 


“wome of us think we need more en- 
thusiasm, more plans, higher or lower 
dues, constitutional amendments, to go 
into politics, to let politics severely 
alone. All these considerations are 
more or less vain. We do not need 
prescriptions. We need doctors to see 
that the patients take the prescrip- 
tions-anq keep on taking them.

We all 
believe in county fairs, in good roads, 
in swamp drainage, in every issue that 
pertains to the welfare of the country. 
But the member of this organization is 
paying his money for men who can 
develop the force and skill to place 
his products on the market at an 
equitable price. 
“ “Know the Farmer.” 


“One of the main causes that has 
interfered with the success of every 
farmer’s movement is the abundance 
of men-who claimed they ‘knew the 
farmer.’ If enough of them had really 
‘known the farmer’ they would have 
brought to success, instead of failure, 
the tarmers’ organizations that now 
fill the graveyards of history. And if 
the man who today aspires to lead the 
farmer, really ‘knows’ him, he will 
make good in handling him. 

“As a matter of common justice, I 
want to pay tribute to the national 
officers who have aided me in your 
cause the past year. If I have failed 
to discharg2 my duty or to live up to 


your rights in any particular, it is not, 


their fault. Side by side, hand in 
hand, they have worked with me, giv- 
ing their time and brain and strength 
with a free-heartedness that will re- 
main with me-as a lasting inspira- 
tion.

Orleans Cotton Exchange 


With 1,700,000 Bales Less Than 
Bumper Crop of 1908-9, Crop 
Just Marketed Netted South 
$254,000,000 More--It All 
Went to Mills. 


New Orleans, September 5.—‘“No 
American catton crop ever grown has 
sold for as much as the one just mar- 
keted, the total value, including the 
seed, having been $1,030,000,000.” 

This remarkable statement is con- 
tained in the detailed statistics of last 
season’s cotton crop issued today by 
Col. Henry G. Hester, secretary of the 
New Orleans cotton exchange. 

With 1,700,000 bales less than con- 
tained in the bumper crop of 1908-09, 
the crop just marketed netted the 
south $254,000,000 more. The 13,511,000 
bale crop of 1906-07 brought $222,000,- 
000 less than the past season’s crop. 

Another significant feature of the 
report is the statement that, even with 
the increase of more than _ 1,500,000 
bales over last season’s crop, the sup- 
ply was deficient, “and, notwithstand- 
ing the resultant high values, all of 
the year’s growth found its way to the 
mills.” 

As a whole the crop averaged with- 
in a shade of strict middling and the 
farmer was paid an average of 14.690 
cents per pound, or $75.69 per bale. 
High prices were the rule throughout 
the season, the lowest quotations being 
|} witnessed in August. 

Regarding the consumption of cot- 
ton and the mill situation generally in 
this country, the report says: 

“In the United States the mills north 
and south have consumed nearly as 
much as last year, in addition to which 
they have imported the greatest quan- 
tity of foreign cotton ever brought to 
this country jn any One season, amount- 
ing to an equivalent, in this year’s 
American’ weights, of 222,206 bales, 
‘equal to 228,086 bales of 500 pounds 
each. In fact, of American and foreign 
cotton combined, our domestic con- 
sumption has run aheag of last season. 

Cotton Importations, 

“The importation of Egyptian cotton 
is natural, but the increases of Peru- 
vian, Indian and Chinese cotton can 
only be explained by the superior aver- 
age grade and high range of values for 
the domestic product within the past 
few years. As a matter of fact, there 
has been little or no low cotton in the 
past two commercial crops. In a recent 
letter from Hon. O. P. Austin, chieg of 
the bureau of statistics and labor, he 
refers to the fact that the {mports of 
cotton from India have grown from 
77,000 pounds in 1906 to 5,500,000 
pounds in1910; thereceipts from China 
have grown from 360 pounds in 
1206 to 4,500,000 pounds in 1910, while 
those from Peru have grown from less 
than 3,000,000 pounds in 1906 to over 
6,500,000 in 1910. These are interesting 
and significant facts worthy of con- 
sideration. In Peru the impetus re- 
ceived from the price is shown by an 
increase in cotton production of over 
250 per cent between 1906 and 1909. 
Averages of $75 to $80 per bale for 
American cotton are a strong incentive 
for other countries to increase their 
production of cotton, and, as trade is a 
matter of dollars and cents, and not 
sentiment, whenever and wherever 
American mills can obtain the where- 
withal to run their spindles at a profit 
they will do so. Thus far the use of 
foreign cotton in this country is trif- 
ling compared with the total consump- 
tion, but its increase is significant. 

“A continued interesting feature is 
the widening of differences between 
the quantity of American cotton con- 
sumed north and south, the excess of 
the latter having increased this sea- 
s0n 103,000 bales, the total excess now 
amounting to 270,000 bales. Concern- 
ing the north, a heavy curtailment of 
production was quite general during 
the later months of the season. A 
few mills, some of them large and 
strongly financed, ran full time for 
the most part, but these, and those run- 
ning short time, as a rule, claim they 
have been making no money. 

“The complaint has been that, when 
cotton strengthened, goods did not ad- 
vance, and when it weakened, goods 
made a further decline. 

“The situation recently has improv- 
ed and there is an underlying impres- 
sion matters will readjust themselves 
On a more satisfactory basis in the 
near future.” 

Secretary Hester puts the crop of 1910- 
11 at 12,120,095 bales an increase over 
that of 1909-10 of 1,510,27, ana a de- 
crease under that of 1908-09 of 1,705,368, 

The increase in Texas over last year 
was, in round figures, 582,000 bales: 
in the group of other gulf states, em- 
bracing Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Utah, Kansas, Arizona, California and 
New Mexico; it was 104,000, and in the 
group of Atlantic states, including 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Kentucky and 
Virginia, 224,000. } 

These, Mr. Hester says, constitute 
the face of the figures,, but, consid- 
ering the increase in weight, which 
averages 65-10 pounds per bale, there 
is the equivalent of an additional in- 
crease of 155,000 bales, or, in other 
words, the crop is equal to 12,275,000 
bales of last year’s weight.

At yesterday’s meeting of representative citizens 
preliminary organization was perfected for a whirlwind 
fight that will not end until the closing of the polls, Sep- 
tember 27. 

- All obstacles to a full, clear and conclusive public 
verdict have been blasted from the pathway. The last 
harrier went down when council waived all quibbles re- 
garding the enabling statute and provided means to car- 
ry out the mandate of the general assembly. 

Three weeks from today comes the election. The in- 
‘terval will afford each side ample time to get its views 
before that section of the -public which has not yet 
reached a decision—an element, we believe, almost negli- 
gible by the side of the great army of Atlantans who 
have sifted out the issues and made up their minds that 
the new charter means placing government in Atlanta 
upon a twentieth century basis. 

The old charter spells inefficiency. It no more fits 
the requirements of the second largest city in the south 
than knickerbockers fit the men of mature stature. It 
has been trimmed, tinkered with; seams let out and tucks

One thing should be impressed at the outset: THE

Most important of all, under the existing regime, 
the peqple whose activities make Atlanta what it is are 
separated miles, figuratively speaking, from their gov- 
ernment. | 
The new charter brings the people closer to their 
civic affairs. No citizen—the least nor the most import- 
ant—will be shunted backward and forward like a shut- 
tle when he seeks to assert his civic rights or to place re- 
sponsibility in the government of which he is essentially 
a part. 

With the new charter the machinery of administra- 
tion runs under a glass case, where all may see its opera- 
tions, and where errors, shortcomings and lost motion 
will be plain as eyesight can make them. If any politics 
is to be played, it will be played in the open. If any 
citizen, or any ward, has reason to suspect an unjust dis-

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STOCKS MAKE ADVANCE 
AFTER EARLY DECLINE 


Market Showed More Strength 
Toward the Close of 
the Session 


New York, September 5.—Beginning 
the day with a severe shake-up, with 
prices: depressed by the. unsettling of 
European liquidation, the stock mar- 
ket made up its losses and advanced 
further. Before the close one of the 
most comprehensive upwara move- 
ments of several weeks occurred, in 
spite of the fact that the demand was 
so limited that trading throughout 
Was on a comparatively small scale, 
While nearly all the more important 
issues developed - weakness at the 
opening, the stocks in which there is 
the greatest amount of active inter- 
national interest sustained the most 
severe losses. The declines here were 
somewhat smaller than those recorded 
in London before the opening of the 
local market, and in London the drop 
Was ascribed to Berlin selling on ac- 
count of the Moroccan situation. 

Canadian Pacific, which lost four 
points in London, dropped 3% here on 
London and Berlin selling,and Balti- 
more and Ohio, Southern Pacific, Read- 
ing aud Union Pacific were supplied 
from the same sources. The lower 
prices established by this movement 
prompted short covering, and the list 
S00on rallied. The advance was con- 
tinued steadily to the end of the ses- 
sion, resulting in net gaing of 1 to 2 
points in a majority of the more prom- 
inent issues, as well as in a number 
of the lesser known industrials. While 
short covering doubtléss waa the chief 
cause of the vigoroug upturn, there 
were indications of increased activity 
on the long side. 

The fact that American Tobacco se- 
curTrities Were unusually strong through- 
out the day, the preferred stock mov- 
ing up about three points and the 
bonds about two, was a strengthening 
influence in the general market. Ad- 
vices from abroad in regard to the 
international political situation were 
more reassuring also, but uneasiness 
in regard to the labor situation on 
western railroads was not diminished. 
The influence of this factor upon the 
stock market undoubtedly will be felt 
until the crisis is past. 

Owing to the present uncertain state 
of trade, much interest atkaches to the 
forthcoming report of unfilled orders 
of the United States Steel Coropration 
as of August 31. It is expected that 
the statement will show a considerable 
increase over the previous month, es- 
timates placing the amount at 100,000 
to 125,000 tons. Officials of the cor- 
poration were quoted today as stating 
that they did not look for a falling off 
in business during the current week. 
Resumption of work by a number of 
New England textile mills was re- 
ported, although there jis nothing, to 
suggest a definite ending of the con- 
ditions under which that indistry has 
labored for many months.

sion for the securities to be issued. 

It is understood the company will 
furnish the information. 

The case thus brought may precipi- 
tate a test of that part of the Candler 
act requiring all public service cor- 
porations doing business in the state 
to secure the approval of the Georgia 
railroad commission before negotiat- 
ing any kind of securities running 
more than twelve months. 

Public service companies 
acceded to the deep? ws of the law 
whether located in eorgia or not. 
For instance, the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad obtained consent on Tuesday 
to float equipment notes in the sum of 
$1,500,000. 

The first information the commission 
had of the bond issue contemplated 
by the Southern Bell was the publica- 
tion in the newspapers of the fact 
that such an issue was to be made.’ It 
was on the basis of this publication 
that the order of Tuesday was passed. 

The section of the railroad commis- 
sion law of 1907 under which the 
question arises is as follows: 

“Each of the companies or corpora- 
tions over which the authority of the 
railroad commission is extended by law 
shall be required to furnish said com- 
mission a list of any stocks and bonds 
the issuance of which is contemplated 
and it shall be unlawful for any of 
said companies or corporations to is- 
sue stocks, bonds, notes or other evi- 
dences of debt payable more than 
twelve months after the date thereof,

There is considerable quandary in 
the newspaper circles of Georgia re- 
garding the effect of a law passed by 
the general assembly at the recent 
session making it unlawful to publish 
the name of any woman who is the vic- 
tim of criminal assault. or attempted 
criminal assault. 

The measure is now a law as intro- 
duced in the sgnate by Senator King, 
of the fourth district. It passed both 
houses unchanged and without oppo- 
sition and was approved by Governor 
Smith. 

It draws no difference between wo- 
men affected who live in this and other 
states. A liberal constructian could 
make the act mean that the name of 
no woman figuring in a criminal as- 
sault case in the courts could be print- 
ed for public consumption. However, 
lawyers say that this would be in vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce res- 
ervation of the federal constitution. 
They claim that news as handled in 


these modern days may be commerce, 
the same as flour or shoes. 

Another question regarding the law 
is whether it is in violation of the con- 
limitations on the freedom of the press. 

The law as it will appear in the 
statute books is as follows: 


“Section 1, Be is enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Georgia 
and it is hereby enacted by the authori- 
ty of the same that from and after the 
passage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any newspaper publisher, or any 
other person, to print and publish or 
eause to be printed and published in 
any newspaper, magazine, periodical or 
any other publication publNshed in the 
state of Georgia, the name or identity 
of any female who may have been 
raped, or upon whom an assault with 
intent to rape may have been mede. 

“Section 2. Be it further enacted by 
the authority aforesaid that any per- 
son or corporation violating the pro- 
visions of this act shall upon convic- 
tion be punished as provided in section 


1065 of the penal code of 1910 (the 
general misdemeanor section).”

CHAPTER III. 


When we consider that some por- 
tions of this country are so situated 
@s to be cold and bleak for a con- 
siderable time of the year, while oth- 
er portions are mild and sunny from 

January to Christmas, it is plain that 
' ¢limate plays an important part in the 
matter of selecting the best breed. 
But few give this fact their consider- 
ation,. and the consequence is that 
many mistakes are made. A farmer 
who seeks to secure the “best” breed 
is told that the Hamburgs are known 


country. Of one thing the farmer may 
rest assured, and that is he will never 
“best” from serub fowls. 
If there is no pure breed entitled to 
the distinction of best, how much more 
difficult it is to find merit in that 
class of fowls which have not been 
bred of any distinctive traits at all 
With the pure breedsthereis uniform- 
ity of color, size and general charac- 
teristics. It saves time and labor to 
use only pure breeds, because for 
years the selection -of the best has 
been going on, and for a farmer to 
attempt to select the best from scrubs 
he will but only entail upon himself 
the duty of doing over that which 
has already been done, and which“fe- 
quired fifty years of labor in careful 
selection and experiments of some of 
the most experienced men, and with 
some of the breeds much longer. 

Now, to get the best breed, do a lit- 
tle thinking. What kind of climate, 
soil and buildings have you? What 
kinds of foods are cheapest in your 
section? Do you wish the best breed 
for eggs, or the best for market? Do 
you expect to raise broilers? Are you 
close to a good market? These ques- 
tions are for the members of this club 
to consider. ‘You should learn some- 
thing about the breeds, for you will 
not succeed with any breed until you 
do so, and when you have studied the 
characteristics of the breeds and con- 
sidered all the necessary conditions, 
you will be able to decide for your- 
self which is the “best breed” for your 
purpose.

Some breeds 
‘can give better results on corn than 
with others, and some will fatten so 
readily on corn that they will be ren- 
dered useless as layers altogether, for 
there is an art in feeding, and it is 
often the case that the “best breed” 
depends on the best man or woman, 
for upon the management of the flock 
depends the results expected. After all, 
there is not difference enough in the 
several] birds, so far as laying is con- 
cerned, to make it a very important 
matter to discover the best breed. It 
is doubtfull if any bird that may be 
considered the best, even under the 
most favorable conditions, will lay as 
Many as twenty eggs more in a year 
than the majority of the other breeds. 
A difference of ten eggs in a year does 
not exist between the Leghorns, Ham- 
burgs and Minorcas, and which of 
them is entitled to the extra ten is 
still a matter to be solved, Coming 
behind them, probably not ten eggs 
in the year in the rear, follow the 
Reds, Plymouth Rocks, Houdans, 
Wyandottes, Brahmas and Langshans.

jkeeps them at every principal postof- 


fice in the country. 
Spies Présent Openly. 

One difference is, ‘however, that 
some of them at least are here openly, 
here for the purpose if seeing that 
the cenvention of postal clerks takes 
no action and adopts no resolution 
which might in any way reflect upon 
the methods of the department. 

Mr. Hitchcock and his satellites may 
rig up a political machine out of the 
postoffice if they will, but no set of 
postal clerks shall be allowed publicly 
to tell about it and keep their jobe. Such 
is the feeling in the convention here that 
the delegates approach in fear and 
trembling their intention to indorse the 
Lloyd bill. They feel.satisfied that the 
department inspectors are here for one 
reason, to discourage any action favor- 
able to their measure or anything else 
that will reflect upon the present post- 
office methods. 

The Lioyd Bill. 

This bill, introduced in -congress, 
merely provides that no postal em- 
ployee shall be dismissed until writ- 


ten charges. have been filed against 


him. That postal employees shall have 
the right to petition congress where 
no threat is made, and that postal em- 
ployees shall not be prohibited from 


joining organizations which make for 


the good of the service. Nevertheless, 
there seems tobe astrong Hitchcockian 
opposition to this measure, and the 
convention approaches action upon it 
in fear and trembling. Whether it will 
act at all is problematical. 

There are some internal dissensions 
in the convention, but they are as noth- 
ing compared to the feeling over the 
way in which the employees have been 
treated by the department. The un- 
reasonable policy of economy which 
the department has adopted furnishes 
a splendid justification to President 
Frank Rogers, of the association, in 
not having obtained more than he has 
secured for the postal clerks, though 
he has not once offered this in exten- 
uation of any of the charges which 
have been preferred neatnel him. 


Republican Clerks Oppose Regime. 


Clerical. forces have been reduced, 
pay has been cut down, employees have 
been summarily discharged: at many 
offices over the country, without ap- 
parent reason or excuse, and the 
Hitchcock regime is no more’ in favor 
with the clerks of republican political 
tendency than it is with those of dem- 
ocratic leaning. In fact, some of the 
delegates from strongest republican 
states were more bitter in their 
denunciation of the present spy 
system and the reorganization of post- 
offices under inspectors than were 
those from the states of the south. 

But the department has its inspec- 
tors here, and practically all of the 
delegates are afraid to do any talking 
out of meeting. When they do they 
want to get somewhere where the chief 
inspector is. not likely to run across 
them, for there is a constant feeling 
even in théir national association that 
they are being watched for a purpose. 
If Mr. Hitchcock and his hirelings had 
started out with the deliberate pur- 
pose of alienating the postal clerks 
of the country from the _ republican 
cause they could not more effectively 
have succeeded. And it is as bad in 
Indiana, Illinois and Pennsylvania as 
it is in Louisiana, Alabama and Geor- 
gia. They have got enough of it and 
they want a new deal.

“I am glad to see so many present

Charles T. Hopkins explained briefly 
the present status of the charter cam- 
paign, saying that all doubt had been 


in. He suggested, however, that a 
committee of five lawyers be named to 
look after any legal issues that may 
arise hereafter. 

“The way is smooth now,” he ex- 
plained, “and I anticipate no further 
obstacle, but I think it wise that 
someone be authorized to handle any 
legal problem that might come up.” 

He made a motion to that effect, 
and it was adopted. 

Mayor Courtland Winn suggested 
that a working organizati6n be un- 
dertaken by authorizing the appoint- 


three from each ward, to have charge 
of operations. 

“It is important,” said he, “that we 
get to work. The opposition has been 
Organized for several weeks, and has 
been working. The best thing we can 
do today .4 to take steps contemplat- 
ing immediate activity. It is a short 
campaign, and we should not delay.” 

Suggests Smaller Committee. 

R. A. Broyles amended the mayor's 
motion by substituting a committee 
of ten for the one of thirty.

R. N. Fickett thought qa larger com- 
mittee might be more successful, re- 
marking that it would have power to 
centralize or expand as it found most 
desirable. 

Clark Howell urged the adoption of 
Mr. Broyles’ suggestion. 


Only Three Weeks Left. 


“We have only three weeks for a 
campaign, and only one for registra- 
tion,”’ said he “The committce should 
be appointed and put to work at once— 
today. That would be difficult if we 
provided a large one. Let ten get to- 
gether and give it power to amplify 
its powers and numbers, too, if found 
desirable. The important thing is the 
need for getting to work at once.” 

Major R. J. Guinn concurred in the 
suggestion. 

“One captain in each ward, responsi- 
ble for that ward, will mean better 
work and befter results, than for the 
responsibility to be divided between 
several. The members of a large com- 
mittee will shift the burden from one 
to the other.” 

Mr. Fickett averred still that a 
large central committee would prove 
best, but, on motion, one of ten mem- 
bers was authorized.

It 
was adpted by a rising vote.
